Human Story 


His story is a human document. 
Now and then men and women 
write letters which are stirring, 
and warming, revealing great- 
ness of soul and heart. Skilled 
writers can, on occasion, put 
down words which grip the emo- 
tions because of*their insight into 
life. Great painters have done it. 
But, even more rare are the 
moments when man can’ come 
slogging back from the dark 
rim of death itself to win in phy- 
sical competition with the eyes 
of thousands fastened on him and 
the hearts of all beating faster 
and faster as the moment of de- 
cision comes nearer and nearer, 
and the deciding putt is rolling 
on the green. 

Ben Hogan did just that. He 
doesn’t like to have “people talk 
about his legs. “My legs are all 
right,” he declares, “and -I wish 
we could get people to forget 
them.”

They are woven into a golfing 
legend which will last as long 
as men play the game and stories 
are told. . . . Ben Hogan, the 
champion of 1948 who was lifted 
from an automobile crash with a 
fractured pelvis, a crushed chest, 
a shattered collarbone, broken 
ribs and a badly twisted spine. 
... Ben Hogan, who had to learn 
to walk again; Ben Hogan, who 
was tempest-tossed in his come- 
back until the greatest test of 
alli—the Open. 

A winner is popular. But we 
give to the man who wins 
against great odds an affection 
which outlasts the adulation 
awarded all sports heroes. The 
psychologists say that this is be- 
cause the spectator sees something 
of “his own struggle in the vic- 
tory and thereby goes ahead 
comforted with proofs that the 
will to keep on often pays rich re- 
wards. They say, too, the frus- 
trations of the average golfer are 
lifted as he sees another man 
conquer them. 

So, the Hogan legs will live on 
enshrin in the hearts of his 
countrymen and no protest by the 
champion will remove them. 
Didn't he outscore death itself on 
the rugged hospital course? And 
didn’t he win on the toughest 
course’ of them all and against 
the best of competition?

I suppose, of high casualty rate that attends athletes, 
collectively or individually, serenaded in public print. I 
consider it nothing more than natural, because by the time

Benjamin Robert Thorpe came to the Atlanta Crackers out 
of a town I'd consider as little likely to produce baseball timber 
as any in the Carolinas.

In producing Bob Thorpe, Hardeeville went light on the color, 
light on the confidence, but heavy on the natural ability and deter- 
mination. He didn’t say so, but Bob must have resolved some years 
ago that he wasn’t long for Hardeeville, and that baseball would 


be his medium of escape. 
The war confused his career for a 
Softball on Okinawa spell, the bulk of which was spent 


on a destroyer romping around the Pacific Ocean. During this time, 
Bob never onte got his hands on a baseball. 
“I did get in a softball game on Okinawa. We stopped 
there long enough to choose up sides and play a game.” 

When the Japs struck out, Bob struck out for Savannah with 
nothing more than a few high school games and the grit of his 
craw as his recommendation. The late Chick Autry was then the 
Savannah manager, and he gave Bob a rundown on the possibili- 
ties. He wasn’t ready for the Sally League, but Chick could place 
him in the Athletics’ chain at Lancaster, Pa. Bob didn’t care to 
roam so far so soon. 


Then, Chick had a friend down in Gainesville who could 
use him in the Florida State League. The friend was the old 
Yankee second-fiddler, Myril Hoag, now finding a new life 
pitching, outfielding and managing in the minors. Thorpe 
hit it off with Hoag and the Class D league pitching after 
the old big leaguer had made an outfielder out of him. Bob 
had played the infield and pitched as a prep. 


Founded on the bare record, you'd say that Thorpe has no right 
‘to be hitting .315 in a double A league. That he always has had 
wer is evident. He was the home run king of the Florida State 
is first year at Gainesville, blasted 10 in a league whose record was 
18 until Ed Levy broke it last week. Bob struck 16 and 15 homers 
at Pensacola the next two seasons. 

He has worked doggedly on a reputation for timeliness. At 
Gainesville he was the league's No. 2 RBI man. At Pensacola in 
48 he ran third. At Pensacola last year he was second only to the 
leading hitter, Hal Sommers, of Meridian. Sommers, with his .344 
average, sent home 98 runs. Bob with his .275 was good for 96 in 
the clutch.

But I was 
not prepared for such a Thorpe. He’s angular of construction, 
almost awkward of gait.

Atomic Energy 
For Industrial Use_ 


Release of secondary atomic secrets to 
industry as now contemplated by the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and Canada will 
be a step, but only a short one, toward 
freeing :he atom from what David Lilien- 
thal calls a “soviet-type Government mo- 
nopoly.” 

Mr. Lilienthal, former Chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and at one 
time head of the TVA, surprised some peo- 
ple when, he declared government monop- 
oly is stifling development of atomic in- 
dustrial energy. Actually, that has been 
his position for a long time, though until 
he resigned his atomix energy post some 
months ago he felt free only to decry the 
unnecessary secrecy surrounding the atom. 

What the three governments propose to 
do is let out enough information for pri- 
vate industry to build low-power reactors 
which will not furnish enough power to 
run a plant and will not have, at least in 
the foreseeable future, any practical appli- 
cation. It wili be valuable to industry only 
in furnishing preparatory know-how for 
dealing with atomic power development 
when, and if, the governments release suf- 
ficient secrets. th 

Scientists long have said there Was no 
secret to the atomic bomb. It was merely 
a question of application of principles any 
qualified physicist knows. Yet, as Mr. 
Lilienthal pointed out, this country, whose 
individual enterprise system has created 
an industrial plant that is the envy of the 
world, declines to put faith in its own sys- 
tem for developing the greatest power po- 
tential yet known. oe 

We do not claim to know how far the 
Government safely could go in ‘releasing 
atomic information to industry. MrNLilien- 
thal is one of the few who do know. He 
thinks the law ought to be changed and 
the entire administration of atomic energy 
re-examined. 

“In the midst of a desperate competi- 
tion with the Russian system,” said Mr. 
Lilienthal, “we have adopted a method 
that more nearly resembles *the Russian 
system than it does our own.” 

The proposed scanty let-up in atomic 
secrecy is a good sign. It will help, to a 
degree, to relieve atomic hysteria. And 
perhaps it can be interpreted as a promise 
of further easing of the Government’s 
strangle-hold in the future.

W ASHINGTON—As most political observers - 


here see it, Democrats and Republicans came out 

about even in the important California primary 

| election results, which find Gov. Earl ‘Warren, 

running for a third term, pitted against James Roosevelt, eldest 
son of the late war president, in the contest over who is to occupy 


‘the state executive mansion for the next four years. 


The Republican and Democratic national campaign tommittees 
naturally do not go this far in interpreting the returns in each 
other’s favor. Both put out optimistic claims bearing on the coming 
November elections. But balancing one statement against the 
other, it would appear from this end that the honors are fairly well 


divided. 

. Republicans, for example, are claiming that 
GOP Claims the huge vote rolled up by Gov. Warren— 
almost 2-to 1 over that cast for Mr. Roosevelt—insures not only 
Warren’s re-election, but a sweep of practically the entire Repub- 
lican ticket. 

Democrats, on the other hand, offset this with the claim that 
the impressive showing made by ‘Rep. Helen Gahagan Douglas in 
her bid for the party senatorial nomination makes her an easy 
favorite to win the seat voluntarily vacated by Sen. Sheridan 
Downey, who was forced to retire because of ill health. 


They base this ‘on the fact that the combined vote polled by 
Mrs. Douglas, the former cinema glamor girl, plus that of her oppo- 
nent for the Democratic nomination, Manchester Boddy, Los An- 
geles publisher, far exceeded the count for Rep. Richard Nixon, 
who won the GOP nomination. Both Democratic contestants were 
staunch supporters of the Truman Fair Deal program, which should 
be taken to mean there will be no schism in party ranks in the 
November election. Also, Nixon made a live issue of much of the 
Administration program. 


It is customary in politics to claim everything and concede 
nothing. Hence the official statements from the two party national 
headquarters are to-be taken with the traditional grain of salt. 
Privately, Republican and Democratic leaders are inclined to agree 
that “both sides stand about where they were, with the primary 
showing little that was not expected. 


The Difference There is just’ this difference in favor of 

the Republicans, perhaps. 
on the basis of the returns, appears more favored to win than Mrs. 
Douglas in the Senate race, although Democratic headquarters here 
asserts that Mr. Roosevelt “is on a steadily rising trend” and pre- 
dicts that by Fall “his vigorous campaigning and a“tise in the vote 
mirroring the Democratic majority of one million registrations in 
California give: assurance’ of success.” 


While he did not repeat his feat of four years ago, when he 
won both Republican and Democratic nominations (permitted under 
the peculiar California cross-filing system), Gov. Warren lived up 
to his reputation as one of the most popular state executives in the 
state’s history. He captured his own party nomination by almost 
9 to 1, and then made an excellent showing against Mr. Roosevelt 
in the Democratic primary. 

It was this popular appeal he has consistently shown with the 
voters, plus a sound record as governor, that caused him to be 
selected as the running mate of Governor Thomas E. Dewey on the 
Republican Presidential ticket in 1948. He turned down a similar 
offer at the Republican convention of 1944. 

The effect of Warren’s decisive renomination victory tends to 
project him more in the forefront as a leading contender for the 
GOP nomination in 1952. He will need only to negotiate the hurdle 
of the November election to give his candidacy for the presidency 
vital force. Assuming he is able to do that,.he and Sen. Robert A. 
Taft, of Ohio, promise to be the chief contestants for the party’s top 


prize two years hence. 

Brothers On the other hand, if young Mr. Roosevelt should 
reveal something of his famous father’s political 

charm and vote-getting appeal by gaining an upset victory over 

Gov. Warren, therf he would be certain to loom large on the Demo- 

cratic horizon in 1952, either as a presidential or a vice presidential 

possibility. 

James Roosevelt's chances, however, are closely interlockéd 
with the fortunes of his younger brother, Rep. Franklin D. Rodose- 
velt, Jr., of New York, who may be put forward as the Democratic 
candidate for governor in the Empire State this year. If both of 
the Roosevelt boys should win their respective state governorships, 
it would be a question of who should get the preference. Present 
indications point strongly to FDR Jr. being nominated by New 
York Democrats.

The 
day before Director Harvey Gunderson was de- 
fending himself for his confidence with hard 
cash in the rattlesnake business (it went bank- 
rupt); now he was trying to prove he was not, 


either, a skinflint who enjoyed the sobs of busi- 
nessmen sinking in seas of red ink. 

I’ve got to hand it to Gunderson. He may 
not have done so well in defending the gov- 
ernment’s investment in a Texas cactus farm 
(which also went bankrupt) but he snapped back 
hard at the Senators who thought he was too 
tough on prospective borrowers. 

Loans from the government won’t do most 
businessmen any good, he said. What they need 
are lower taxes! So private citizens can invest 
in their firms with some hopes of making a little 
money. And that’s Congress’ job, he said, not his. 

Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, (Dem., Minn.), in- 
sisted that one of his constituents had a $100,000 
contract to manufacture stuff for the Army, but 
can’t get started because he needs $15,000 for his 
first month’s payroll and needs it now. The RFC 
won't give it to him. 


Gunderson gave the gentleman from Min- 
nesota an elementary lesson in the loan busi- 
ness. You can’t lend a man money on the 
strength of a contract he has to make some- 
thing because he may botch the job and never 
collect a dime, Gunderson said. Not even the 
RFC can make loans like that. 


And if it gets much more liberal in its policies, 
he went on, it won’t be making loans at all, but 
gifts. 

With that he scrammed. He had to beat it 
down the hall to another committee, which also 
was investigating the RFC.

NEW YORK-“The fine record of the Federal Bureau of Investigation has cre- 
ated for the Department of Justice a false reputation for honesty, impartial jus- 
tice and official diligence. This illusion has persuaded the people as a whole to 
repose faith in the department while the department has been tempering justice 


with the most sinister f@€rm of politics. 


It has also given them to believe that the 


department is the only power in the United States which can be relied on to track 
down criminals and prosecute them successfully. This false idea works to the detriment of local po- 
lice services and prosecutors and weakens. confidence in local government.

If you’re a television alarmist and wish you had the nerve to picket all neigh- 
borhood TV sets with signs which read, “Unfair to Child Development,” harken to 
what John Settelmayer, the Atlanta Public Library man, has done. Instead of re- 
garding television as horrid competition for books, Mr. Settelmayer has reached out 
and embraced video as a new means of getting people into public libraries. In fact, 

he has cinieiia up to the new medium to the extent of installing a $650 set in the West Hunter 
Street branch and is campaigning for sets for all the other branches and the new downtown library, 


which will reopen next Fall. 

More than that, he wants sets with record 
attachments so library users may be soothed and 
relaxed by soft chamber music as they read! 


“We're not pioneering,” declared Mr. Set- 
telmayer stoutly. “That was done for us by 
the barrooms and grocery and department 
stores. Perhaps the Atlanta Public Library 
is the first te mix television and music with 
beoks. But the barrooms were using televi- 
sion to attract customers and grecery and 
department stores have certainly proved that 
soft, background music puts custemers in a 
pleasant, optimistic frame of mind and in- 
creases the efficiency of personnel. 


“We borrowed the idea and from our own 
tests have found that music, as a background 
accompaniment to reading, first relaxes the 
reader and then increases comprehension.” 

Actually, the library didn’t have to buy the 
$650 television set at the West Hunter Street 
branch. Mr. Settelmayer was complaining at a 
cocktail party one day that the only place a poor 
man could see television was in a barroom. As 
a librarian he is proud that, thanks to the public 
library system, books constitute one source of 
wealth for the rich man and the poor man alike. 
So the thought that television either kept people 
from reading or was denied low-income folks al- 
together rankled in Mr. Settelmayer’s bosom. 

He must have orated very efficiently on the 
subject because some of his listeners kicked in 
with the fine television set, radio, record-player 
combination. 

Actually, television doesn’t strike John Settel- 
mayer as such formidable competition. It is en- 
joyed in the reading room on West Hunter but 
so are books. 

“The library is a normal thing in a person's 
environment, not an abnormal thing,” observes 
Mr. Settelmayer. The dim, musty atmosphere, 
the tomb-like silence, the pungent smell of book 
dust used to be things only the most confirmed 
bookworm would brave. But Atlanta’s public li- 
braries are getting so cheerful and attractive they 
might even be giving night clubs competition 
next,

coral and light grays are all in the plans. 


In addition to that, if you like to smoke when 
you read the new ventilating system will guar- 
antee that you won't offend your neighbors.

If you're one of those who missed the an- 
nouncement that the Atlanta library had dropped 
the “Carnegie” from its name, you'll find the 
reason intereS8ting. Andrew Carnegie gave the 
City of Atlanta $145,000 in 1900 to build a public 
library. The Young Men’s Library Association 
took its bank balance of $34,000 and went shop- 
ping for a site but was unable to purchase the 
land it wanted until members trotted out and 
raised an additional $1,000. The man who owned 
the land at what is now Forsyth and Carnegie 
Way set his price at $35,000 and was adamant 
about sticking to it. 


Anyhow, since that day Atlanta taxpayers 
have paid and paid and paid to keep the 
library going. (This year the budget was 
$383,000.) Mr. Settelmayer, himself a Car- 
negie fellow at Northwestern University, was 
amazed to learn when he came to Atlanta 
that most citizens thought either Mr. Car-° 
negie himself or the Carnegie Foundation 
supported the public library. He couldn't 
comprehend an earlier survey which reported 
that, so he staged a one-man Gallup on his 
own, asking all the people who checked out 
books in one day. Sixty-seven percent of 
them didn't know they helped pay to run the 
library with their tax money. 


It was high time, Mr. Settelmayer felt—and 
the library board concurred—that the name be 
changed to Atlanta Public Library. 


Incidentally, the strike has circulation off 50 
percent at the main library and if you’re worried 
about those books you have out and can't get 
back with, don't fret. The library is so under- 
standing, all fees have been suspended for the 
duration of the trolley strike. 


Keep Racing Where Racing Belongs 


The Constitution editorially has suggested racing at the Lakewood Speedway be stopped. We 
are glad to present herewith the other side of the argument as seen by Ted Edwards, two-time 
national motorcycle racing champion who also is a member of the American Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation committee which inspects tracks for safety. 


The American Motorcycle Association will not sanction any race on a track they term dangerous, 
but to sanction National Championship events, the track must be beyond any doubt safe— not only 
for the drivers, but for the spectators and general public and must be approved by the whole body 
of committeemen, and Lakewood Speedway is considered by the Américan Motorcycle Association 
to be one of the safest mile tracks in é@xistence today. 


We must not blame unavoidable accidents on 


the track or its management—let’s put blame+ 


where blame belongs and see where the real 
trouble lies. I believe rules, such as the AAA 
Automobile Association or the American Motor- 
cycle Association run under, would eliminate a lot 
of accidents in other types,of racing, for instance, 
go classify your drivers in three classes, Novice, 
Amateur and Expert, and limit the amount of 
cars that could start in each event to say, 20 on 
a mile track where 10 is the maximum amount 
of motorcycles ever allowed on a mile track, 
under the AMA rules. 


You may say that experienced drivers also 
crack up, but it is more apt te happen where 
inexperienced drivers are allowed in the 
same event. Certainly Lakewood track was 
not in any way responsible for the unfor- 
tunate accident in which the driver was 
burned last Sunday, and it is most unfair for 
anyone to use this to condemn the track be- 
cause it was such a horrible, unavoidable 
misfortune. 


This car caught fire coming straight down 
the home stretch, causing the driver to lose con- 
trol while trying to get out of the terrific heat 
and fire. These cars have the doors welded shut 
for safety measures, but in this one case was 
what probably caused the driver to burn to death 
(certainly not the track). 

I wonder how many people beside myself 
have noticed that, since racing has been opén to 
all drivers at Lakewood, there has been no more 
highway. racing. 

Let’s keep racing where racing belongs. What 
will be gained by stopping racing at Lakewood? 
You will leave it wide open for someone élse 
to open a track where the city will have nothing 
to say about the rules and regulations pertaining 
to safety. 

No, let’s do not do what you did with auto- 
mobile sales at Lakewood, condemning them be- 
cause a few stolen cars got through these sales. 
Sure they did, but the city owning Lakewood

To prove that fate will not 
be outdone, with 25 years of racing expe- 
rience, on both good and bad tracks, the 
worst accident I was ever in was a few 
months ago—asleep on the back seat of my 
automobile where slippery roads caused my 
wife to lose control of the car. 


Certainly, Lakewood was not responsible for 
this. And I would like to add that I am sure that 
beloved national race drivers, such as Ted Horn, 
Robson, and others, would tell you, if they could, 
that to go as they did—doing the thing they leve 
most and getting the final checkered flag from 
the One Above, who has and does have the right 
to tell us all when and how we all shall finish, 
that this would have been their choice over any 
other way.

Another thing that drives me 
to the bowling green many a 
time when I might otherwise re- 
main here in my lonely cubicle 
pounding away at this thank- 
less task, trying to teach you 
heedless people elementary 
physiology and hygiene is the 
notion that a dose or, more par- 
ticularly, a “shot” of this or that 


vitamin, or a shotgun mixture 
of vitamins, gives one “pep.” 
This notion, too, is fostered, I 
find, by the charlatans who ca- 
ter to the popular demand for 
“shots.” You get just as much 
“pep” from that as you get from 
a plate of pork and cabbage or 
a hot dog when you are hungry. 

If Dr. Harrell’s experiment on 

the New York schoolchildren 
and the results she obtained 
‘from animal experiments with 
the entire vitamin B complex 
are heeded by physicians, nutri- 
tion and health authorities and 
educators it may increase the 
level of health and intelligence 
of future citizens. 

Parents at least should know 
that we now have good and suf- 
ficient evidence that an ade- 
quate daily intake of at least 
one of the components of the B 
complex, thiamine, is not only 
essential for good general health 
and vigor, but, if child or youth 
has had the usual refined Amer- 
ican diet with its excessive pro- 
portions of high calory carbohy- 
drate items (items made chief- 
ly from refined white flour and 
refined sugar or syrup), a daily 
ration of B complex or just Bl 
(thiamine) to supplement the 
diet will generally improve 
finctional’ health and mental 
alertness as well. 

This is nutrition, not medicine.

Soaring meat prices have played havoc with most food budgets 
recently. We have had many calls from readers asking “what's 
happened,” “what can we eat,” “how long will this go on.” Un- 
fortunately there’s no simple answer for the supply, demand, and 
price of meat depends on many factors. 


First of all, all food prices are up. A recent Dun and Brad- 
street market report showed wholesale food prices at their highest 
since January 18, 1949. A United Press survey showed meat near 
record levels in many cities and the U. 8. Department of Agricul- 
ture warns that prices of most meats will remain high throughout 
the summer. 


Recently there was started in Atlanta an organized chain tele- 
phone boycott plan against meat until prices come down. We won- 
der if that is the solution. Perhaps an understanding of the 
facts about meat supply and demand and an idea or two for meat 
alternates is more helpful. We believe that if Atlanta home- 
makers understand how prices are determined they have enough 
good old common sense to figure out a solution and still have 
meat on the table. 


FACTS ABOUT MEAT SUPPLY 


The supply of meat varies from day to day, week to week and 
month to month. Perhaps this variation is not apparent to you be- 
cause you see in meat cases all the usual items—in what looks like 
unlimited quantities. 

This is what affects the supply of meat. First, the size of 
breeding herds. If producers sell their breeding stock in too large 
quantities it affects the meat supply for years because it takes 
time “‘to grow meat.” Second, the condition of the pastures and

range determines the weight of cattle coming to market. Third, 
the number of cattle being fattened on feed lots. If a large number 
are on feed lots it means more finished beef. And last, the size 
of the corn crop is closely related to the supply of pork and better 
grades of beef. Bumper crops and low-priced corn usually means 
more meat the next year. Perhaps we should add that Old Man 
Weather can slow down shipments or can jam the stockyaras, 
thereby influencing supplies also. ° 
FACTS ABOUT MEAT DEMAND 


The things that have increased the demand for meat are simple: 
A population increase of 15 million means more mouths to feed. 
More people with more money means we all have upgraded our 
diets by buying more meat. A new appreciation of the importance 
of meat in the diet and better, more varied meat products have 
added much to increased demand too. 
WHAT DETERMINES MEAT PRICES 


Some folks assume that when prices go up or down, a company 
or group is manipulating prices. 

There are two reasons why this isn't true. In the first place, 
the greater portion of a meat plant’s products consists of perish- 
able meats which must be sold immediately. They can’t “sit around 
on the shelf” waiting for “right prices.” 

The second reason packers, retailers or any other group can’t 
eontrol meat prices is that there is too much competition. There 
are four thousand meat packing companies in the United States. 
And the market or competition across the street from your retailer 
often determines his selling prices. 

a word about profit shoyld be included because a 
recent survey indicated that many homemakers thought the meat 
packing companies’ net profit amounted to as much as 25 percent. 
The facts are that the combined profits of both packers and 
retailers amounts to an average of about two cents out of every 
dollar of sales. 

WHAT CAN HOME MAKERS DO 


It is very doubtful that unsatisfactory price levels can be cor- 
rected by a mass swing of purchases from one food to another. 
The usual effect of large increases in demand is to boost the price 
on the favored item. 

An understanding of the meat industry, one of the basic in 
the “Life Line of America,” is a good start. The most practical 
thing you can do is learn to buy, cook, and serve a wide variety 
of beef, veal, lamb, and pork. 

Pigs aren't all pork chops and there are only a few cuts of 
poterhouse steak in a side of beef. Standing ribs are only 9 per- 
cent of a side of beef. Ham only 14 percent of the live weight of 

. That's why prices on all cuts have to be adjusted to 
eq e demand. The less demanded cuts—-those you never buy— 
have to be priced low enough to move them while they're fresh. 
Now that’s where wise buying on your part comes in. . 

Learn to know the .thrifty cuts of meat. They are just as 
nutritious as the expensive cuts. Remember, too, there’s no such 
thing as a tough piece of meat! It’s “less tender” to start with 
t there is a way to make it deliciously tender.

Know Your Baking Yeasts 


Yeast used for making yeast 
coffee cakes or rolls may ‘be 
either dry or compressed. Good 
compressed yeast is grayish or 
tan-gray in color, fairly brittle 
and breaks cleanly. Because it 
is perishable it is wise to pur- 
chase it from a market where it 
is kept in a refrigerator. At 
home this yeast should be kept 


in the refrigerator until used. 
Dry yeast is used like com- 


pressed yeast, or according to 
directions on the package. Be- 
cause it contains much less 
moisture than does compressed 
yeast, dry yeast is less perish- 


able and can be kept for several 
weeks without refrigeration.

gethers—a melon “cuttin’.”) 
We usually think of water-| 
melons for this type of party, | 
but the golden heart canta-) 
loupes are so large, so sweet 
and extra good that. we'll use || 
them. Right now is the time! 
This present crop is “just 
coming to market, so serve 
them often. 


Wash the melons and allow 
to dry before chilling. Wrap well 
in wax paper and then in heavy 
paper bags before placing in re- 
frigerator. Maybe that sounds 
like a “homespun” method, but 
it does keep the flavor in the 
melons where you want all of 
it and keep it out of the butter, 
margarine, and other foods 
which easily pick up ofher fla- 
vors. Foil or film wraps don’t 
need the extra covering of the 
paper bag. Chill melons thor- 
oughly. Don’t dilute the flavor 
of cantaloupes by cutting and 
filling the cavities with ice. 

And now for the “Cuttin’”’. It 
almost requires an outdoor set- 
ting, but indoors or out the main 
requirements are a warm day;
